CHINESE PROHIBIT OPIUM. 

On recommendation of commissioners who recent- 
ly made a tour of the United States and Europe, 
the Chinese Government has issued an edict for- 
bidding the use of opium, both foreign and domestic. 
The order, it appears, will not be effective immedi- 
ately, ten years being allowed for planters and 
dealers to get out of the business, 

In the 40s England made war on China to com- 
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As a result of the rioting which began in Atlanta 
on the 22d inst., the city was controlled by a mob 
for several days. Before the Governor and the city 
authorities, acting together, restored order, 19 ne- 
groes and one white man were killed. The mob fol- 
lowed a campaign during which political factions in 
the State which have been hostile combined on the 
issue of limiting suffrage to white voters. While this 
campaign created much excitement, the direct oc- 
casion for the outbreak was an unusual number of 
assaults on women. It appears from the reports of 
the Atlanta papers that out of more than a dozen 
eases of this kind reported, the police failed in all 
but one. The fury of the mob was not directed 
against the police, however, but against the negro 
population of the city indiscriminately. Until the 
authorities regained control of the situation, all 
negroes seen on the streets were chased and beaten. 
Most of the fatalities were of negroes beaten to 
death or shot during the first rioting. After the 
streets were cleared by the fire department and po- 
lice, the militia was called out. The subsequent 
rioting was in the suburbs of the city, where thoug!: 
non-resistent as a rule, negroes fired on officers from 
ambush, A number of white rioters were arrested

It is not easy to keep up with the kaleidoscopic 
changes going on in Cuba, but later reports indi- 
cate a determination by the Washington Govern- 
ment to intervene with an armed force and proclaim 
a sort of dictatorship with Secretary Taft playing 
the part of dictator. If this is the program, and it is 
carried out, there should be mo misunderstanding of 
its character. It is an act of conquest pure and 
simple. Of legality there is not a shred. The Platt 
amendment which defines the relations between 
Cuba and the United States and is the foundation 
of American rights in Cuba, contains no warrant 
for intervention of this kind. It authorizes the 
Washington Government to intervene for the pur- 
pose of maintaining the independence of Cuba, and 
to maintain a government adequate to protect life 
and property, and keep order. It does not authorize 
our Government to act directly to keep order. That 
duty rests upon the Cuban Government and all we 
have to do, legally, is to see that the Government 

equal to the duty. The program involves con- 
quest. If means that we shall do what we have 
promised Cuba should not be done by any trans- 


pel the Government to admit the product of the In- 
dia poppy fields.

MOVING SIDEWALK ON A SCREW. 

A continuous moving sidewalk or platform for the 
rapid transportation of passengers long has been the 
dream of engineers. It was seen that for urban 
travel, where population is congested and street rail- 
ways seareely can handle the crowds, even where 
cars follow one another almost continuously, the 
moving platform, or endless belt of cars, would form 
an ideal system of transportation. The cars would 
be going always. The greatest crowds in the rush 
hours could be handled without difficulty. Every- 
body could get a seat by waiting a moment until a 


The objection that naturally occurs is that it would 
be impossible, or at least dangerous, for passengers 
to board the platform while it was moving unless the 
rate of speed was too slow to be practicable. Many 
efforts have been made in theory to avoid this diffi- 
culty. At last a suggestion is made that seems prac- 
ticable. An endless line of small cars will be run. 
They will slow up, almost stopping, at the stations, 
and run as fast as may be desired between stations. 
This apparently impossible feat is to be accomplished 
simply by the use as motive machinery of a shaft 
with screw threads of varying pitch, along the tops 
of which the cars are propelled. The cars literally 
are screwed along, and move fast or slow, according | 
to the pitch of the threads. Between stations, where 
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sand children—more than one hundred children every 
year in a city of one hundred and eighty-five thousand 
inhabitants. The cost to the city has averaged $109 
a year. Reducing this to dollars and cents, it shows 
that $1000 has kept 110 children alive in Rochester ev- 
ery year, or a little4ess than $10 per life. Dr. Goler 
modestly adds that any city can do the same thing. 


FISH COMMISSION’S GREAT SUCCESS. 

If any doubt exists as to the success of artificial 
propagation of fish it should be removed after reading 
a statement just issued by the California Fish Com- 
One illustration given shows beyond any 
question of a doubt that artificial propagation and in- 
telligent distribution of the smail fry will Increase 
the fish in any given location to an extent that ledger 
accounts of firms’ dealing in fish may be visibly af- 
fected. The instance cited has to do with the salmon 
shipments from Eureka. A little over four years ago 
the Fish Commission commenced the work of stock- 
ing with salmon the streams about Eureka, notably 
the Eel River. The shipments of salmon from that 
point at the time the experiment was commenced 
were about 500,000 pounds per year. Now they have 
been increased to 1,870,000 pounds.

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AN EXTRAORDINARY CASE. 


An extraordinary scorching case has come up in 
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fact that railroad men, in protecting the public to 
the best of their ability, have themselves no effective 
protection from the publie for life or limb in a busi- 
ness which the returns show is for them almost as 
dangerous as war. 


While during the week the United States have 
had offered for consideration a realistic account of 
the use of the whipping post in Delaware, England 
has been discussing flogging as ‘an incident of its. 
colonial policies. It is an established, though in- 
formal, custom in its South African provinces to 
flog the original owners of the soil into acquiescence 
in the colonial policies of the foreign office. The 
case in point occurred several weeks ago in Egypt 
as @ means of adjusting a difference of opinion be- 
tween English officers and native owners of pigeons, 
who used firearms on the officers in protecting their 
property against the English sporting instinct. Sev- 
eral Egyptians were “executed” and others were 
flogged. Colonialism as it bears “the white man’s 
burden” in Africa and elsewhere is responsible for 
the reaction from the advance made under the lead- 
ership of Wilberforce. When it reintroduces the 
lash as a mode of government and makes the whip- 
ping post a public spectacle, this reaction shows that 
_ even the most depraved wretch may still have qual-

When troubles result, it is from the same cause 
which is now defined as the cause of trouble in every 
other community. It is usually caused by “de- 
generacy.” The theory which accounts for it sup- 
poses that in a given number of people, say a hun- 
dred or a thousand, a certain number will advance 
to the highest level possible above the average at a 
given time, while about the same number will drop 
below the average to the lowest possible level. 

The villages of the Five Nations show this, as it 
is shown in New York City, St. Louis, Boston, Chi- 
eago, Atlanta, New Orleans or any other community. 
Still, in spite of all disadvantages of race and of its 
own degenerates, the Five Nations holds its average 
of civilization and slowly advances it. 

This certainly it could not do, if all its members 
were subjected to the complications of American 
city conditions. The effect of civilized life at its full 
strain, on the average of the tribe, would almost cer- 
tainly increase the number of “degenerates.” Excess 
in even the apparently harmless means of indulgence 
which increase with increasing civilization is looked 
upon as a means of increasing the number of de- 
generates in the given thousand. 

If what students of civilization attempt to de- 
fine by the study of degencracy is actually a fact, the 
increase of civilization itself is necessarily followed 
by an increase in the nwnber of degenerates which 
continues until a balance is once more established, 
under new conditions, with an increasing intelli- 
gence asserting itself through higher ideas of 


! morality and duty. 


A degenerate is thus explained as being a person 
with a mind weaker than the average, who is so 
demoralized by the temptations of civilization itself 
that he drops back into barbarism. He is violent or 
fraudulent or both, in gratifying his inclinations, 
without regard to law or civilized custom. He is 
morally insane first and he is always likely to de- 
velop dangerous mental insanity. 


As the civilized world, including the United States, , 


is supposed to be going through a crisis in which de- 
generacy appears actually increased by the first re- 
sults of increasing civilization, it is a comfort to be 
told that the always effective remedy for all the dis-

He is a man’s man, is Guyett, a fellow 
who believes in big strong generous men 
and who wants to be among them.

He is not of 
the genuis kind. Getting along in the 
world means labor with him. Like the 
hardy and sprightly work horses of the 
land of his fathers, the Percherons, he 
can pull inyvmense loads rapidly, jauntily, 
intelligently, stylishly.

As men have grown in measure and 
in sense it has never been discovered 
that the Herculean muscles upon which 
the ancients set so much store are not 
all conducive to rapidity and grace of 
action, either mental or physical. Hence 
calisthenics which were originally 
deemed only sufficient for the usages of 
women. have become recognized as most 
desirable for the purposes of men.

The inclination of all men who neglect 
exercise is to lose their shoulders— 
which they should not—and acquire an 
abdomen which they shall not if they 
are wise. To maintain the manly 
breadth of back and the graceful nar- 
rowness of waist, the desirable lissome- 
ness of limb, flexibility of arm and 
firmness of wrist, they need but prac- 
tice the setting up exercises for a period 
of half an hour to three to six times 
each day of each week. Then, though 
men may increase in weight they will 
not decrease in grace, which is_ the 
thing to be desired. 

The major effect of calisthenics 
that they cause the body to deceive the 
eye in point of avoirdupois, That is to 
say, the man who practices them will 
seem to weigh 150 pounds when he 
really scales 170. The cause of this is 
that they distribute weight where it be- 
longs, fill up the cavities and hollows 
under the collar bones, behind and be- 
tween the shoulder blades, mass mus- 
cles upon the outside of the limbs and 
take the soft flesh from the Inside, 
brace the biceps and forearm, develop 
and suppress. the abdomen 
and diaphragm and reduce the hips. 
Thus. they give carriage, grace, bril- 
liancy of eye, confidence and courage to

Jeffries can defeat the whole bunch in 
one ring and like statements were heard 
everywhere when men interested in 
sport congregated.

Jef a Wonderful Fellow. 

Two years ago Jeffries was the most 
wonderful piece of fighting machinery 
the ring has ever seen. When in con- 
dition he was fairly fast on his feet. 
He knew the game well, was always 
boring in, well protected by his pe- 
culiar crouch. Jeffries has taken a 
beating, in fact, quite a number of 
them, but they did not make him hesi- 
tate for an instant. When he drove 
one of those huge, hairy arms into 
his opponent's stomach, something 
had to give way. 

Tom Sharkey, game fellow that he 
is, stood up before Jeffries and fought 
back hard. A man’s'ribs are not cast- 
iron and Sharkey'’s bent and broke 
under the terrific pounding they re- 
ceived. Sharkey has never been the 
same man since that night at Coney 
Island in 1899,. when, in spite of the 
punishment he received, the Sailor 
went the full 25 rounds with Jeffries 
only to lose the decision. Jim Cor- 
bett and Bob Fitzsimmons, too, found 
that there was too much steam and 
weight behind Jeffries’ blow to be 
withstood by mere mortal. Jeffries 
was a wonderful specimen of hiuman- 
itv and an incomparable fighter? 

That was three years ago. How 
the Jeffries of today eompares with 
the Jeffries of three years ago re- 
mains to be seen. In 1904 Jeffries 
had to simply walk out and push over 
Munroe. The fight did not show 
whether Jeffries was as good as be- 
fore. Jeffries’ last real fight. in 
which he actually had to put forth his 
hest efforts to win, was in 1903, when 
he beat Jim Corbett in 10 rounds at 
Frisco. Jeffries will be 32 years of 
age next April. Three years of idle- 
ness is going to do no athlete of any 


kind good. 

Jeffries has undoubtedly taken care 
of himself on his farm in California, 
but he must have taken on flesh until 
the ordinary house chair would crumble 
under his huge bulk if he happens to sit 
on one. 

Jeffries was a big man and fast. Now 
he is a big man, fat and slow. The main 
thing is, can he move fast enough to 
eatch O’Brien or corner him? At Jef- 
fries’ age it is hard to take off weight.

MANNHEIM, Germany, Sept. 29.—Al 
eyes in Germany have been turned on 
the Social-Democratic conference, which 
a@fier days of hot debate that seemed 
to be the parting of the ways, abuan- 
doned today the idea of using the gen- 
eral strike as a political weapon. 

Almost equally signticant in showing 
the trend of German socialism was the 
decision by almost unanimous Vote not 
to make a demonstartion on May Day 
in sympathy with the Russian revolu- 
tionists. 

The Social Democrats have come to 
recognize that such demonstrations 
create disorder without accomplishing 
anything. 

Last year’s conference terminated with 
a semblance of unity between the two 
Wings styled as the political organiza- 
tions and the trade unions, but since 
then the lines of cleavage have grown 
more distinct, and as the Social Demo- 
crats are the most powerful single party 
in the German Reichstag, the prospect 
of its being reduced to impotence by a 
eplit naturally created a situation of 
first importance to the empire. In ten 
years the Socialist vote in the German 
elections increased from 1,400,000 to 3,- 
000,000. The party now returns 80 mem- 
bers to the Reichstag. 


Franchise Right Threatened. 


The political organizations led by 
Herr Bebel, are made up of politicians 
pure and simple. They will have no 
dealings with the citizen parties and will 
make no compromise. The trade union 
wing is more moderate, not political so 
much as economic In its objects. The 
proletariat of Germany believes itself 
facing a curtailment of its Iiberties, 
chief among which it fears to lose is 
universal suffrage. ‘To deprive it of 
this would mean complete political ex- 
tinction and the poiitical organization 
wing has maintained that to resist 
there is only one conceivable weapon— 
the general strike. 

This was the paramount question be- 
fore the Socialist congress. Defending 
the application of the general strike 
were a party of radical Socialist poli- 
ticilans headed by Bebel, Singer, Heine. 
and Rosa Luxemberg, and opposed | 
them were the great leaders of the 
trade unions—Legien and Von Elm. 

The Radicals contended that the gen- 
eral strike is the weapon which must in- 
evitably come into use; therefore the 
workers of Germany must be organized 
to give it completer effect. The union 
leaders contended that a general strike 
in Germany ts impossible, dangerous and 
ruinous to the economical development 
of the proletariate, 

The foremost figure of the congress 
has been Herr Babel. Never has its pre- 
eminence been s0 undisputed, not with- 
standing his views did not prevail. Eio- 
quent and picturesque as ever, his is a 
most remarkable face, ivory coloredalike 
parchment, with keen blue eyes iike 
stee] points, white locks and a’ short, 
snow-white beard.

PARIS, Sept. 29.—As far as the cafes 
and restaurants are concerned, the 
new Sunday law is making no difference 
With the populace and drinks and meals 
are being Offered as usual and the 
boulevards are not concerned as to oth- 
er business. Jit is not for the 
public’s concern that the proprietors 
have arranged to give the waiters, chefs 
and other employes one day gff a week 
—any day but Sunday. The loophole 
through which the cate proprietors es- 
cape a “‘lid’’ that promised to be as 
tight litting as the one resting on St. 
Louis, was that the law does not pro- 
vide for Sunday closing, but for one 
day’s rest in seven for each worker— 
which day it is to be being left to the 
workers and their employers, 

in other lines things at 
peared Lo £0 smoothly enough, 
but the police and labor in- 
Spectors are now bearing the brunt 
the complaints. Almost all 
the large establishments, which had 
formerly been kept going during a por- 
tion of the Sunday, are conscientious- 
ly closed, notices explaining the reason 
being posted up. The sole exceptions 
are to be found among those which 
do what may be styled a strictly local 
trade, and they will soon be compelled 
to bow to the inevitable. 

The first-class hairdressers obey the 
law tO a mah, so that not one shop of 
this order is open on Sundays in the best 
districts. Of the humble barbers, the 
great majority do a big business Satur- 
day night and Sunday morning, more 
particularly in the shaving line, and 
they can work as usual, provided that 
they allow their employes a clear rest 
of 24 hours later on. Many drug stores 
are closed. As a matter of fact, most 
of the chemists have come to an agree- 
ment between thémselves, and, as it 
may be an affair of life or death to 
procure medicine in urgent cases, those 
who close take the precaution to ap- 
pend notices, giving the addresses of 
colleagues’ establishments which were 
still Kept open. 

In cases where a strict application of 
the new law might lead to serious in- 
convenience or heavy loss, representa- 
tions are being made to the Prefecture 
of Police, which is examining the ques- 
tions submitted, so that everything wiil 
be in good working order ere long. 
Perhaps the most ungrateful class of 
toilers is that engaged in the building 
trade. Some of the masons and ecar- 
penters are still expressing the desire to 
work seven days the week and to be 
remunerated accordingly. Parliament 
cannot occupy itself with purely state 
business and leaves them to manage 
their own affairs. But they are quite in 
the minority. 

As was tuo be expected, there still ex- 
ists considerable misunderstanding as to 
the field which the new law covers.

A Staff Corerspondent of the New 
York World and Post-Dispatch, 
ATLANTA, Ga., Seyt. 29.—This city 
reminds one of the cold, gray dawn of 
the morning after. Its heart is pent- 
tent, its head is sore, its conscience 
pricks, its proud escutcheon and good 
name have been tarnished the world 
over, Therefore Atlanta is flercely for 
reform in these days of remorse after 

its debauch of negro killing. 

No matter what the explanations, the 
One ghastly fact which will not blot is 
that at least twelve men were mur- 
dered in the principal streets of the 
town simply because they had black 
skins. These victimg had no connection 
with any of the crimes exciting the peo- 
ple; they .were miles away from the 
scenes of assaults and most of them 
died in ignorance of the causes of the 
outbreaks. 

So, when a city which prides itself on 
being the most civilized, most cultured, 
most progressive in the South, goes 
“nigger hunting’’ fer sport, there is rea- 
son for the vehement, almost violent 
reaction led by the foremost men of 
the town. 

The white man who assaults a negro 
without cause while this spasm lasts 
will have shackles on his feet and be 
breaking stone for days to come. And 
on the other hand the negro brute who 
raises his hand against a white woman 
will be riddled with bullets if the police 
do not get him first. 

The mob’s murderous violence was 
merely another outcropping of the 


South’s unsolved race question. The 
negro clings to the South. Forty 
years of freedom have made few 
changes in the temperament, charac- 
ter and habits of the great mass. All 
around is a fringe of exception to be 
admired, the product of religious and 
educational institutions. But the pro- 
portion is so small that it will be 
many years before the whole inert 
mass is moved. 


Atlanta Has Few Bad Negroes. 


There are 10,000,000 negroes in the 
country. Each year they increase. 
They refuse to die out and solve their 
own problem as did the Indians. At- 
lanta has 60,000 whites and 40,000 
blacks. They got along fairly amica- 
bly together until a week ago. Ninety 
per cent of the colored people of the 
city are considered good negroes, 
peaceable, fairly industrious and not 
“fresh.” ‘The remaining 10 per cent 
are “bad niggers,” lazy, vicious, the 
Paraiahs of their race. 

Of the 15 men killed by the mob, 
three of them may be classed as of 
the vicious type. Twelve were repu- 
table human beings for whose mas- 
Bacre there was no justification. 

The best friends of the negro 
among the white men of Atlanta are 
those most prominent for wealth and 
position. They are the ones who 
snatched the reins of public sentiment 
away from the mob and quickly 
turned the whole city about § face. 
Their influence today is pressing for- 
ward a relentless inquiry and prose- 
cution with announced determination 
that the guilty mob leaders must be 
punished not only for the sake of jus- 
tice, but to redeem the city. 

In the lead is President Jones of the 
Chamber of Commerce, who sum- 
moned and presided over a mass meet- 
ing of 1000 citizens, which evolved a 
Committee of Safety of 10, 
Capt. James W. English, 
Police Commissioner. 
is John G. Murphy, whose home in 
Peachtree street is among the finest 
in the city. While mob violence 
raged he gathered under his roof 26 
negro men and women and gave them 
food, shelter and _ protection. Mr. 
Jones took his negro servants into 
the family rooms, the much-affrighted 
cook occupying his daughter's bed- 
room, 

A colored man from out of town who 
dared not venture to the railroad sta- 
tion, was sheltered for hours in the 
private office of Clark Howell, editor of 
the Constitution, and finally given es- 
cort to a train for home. 

A woman of social distinction, hearing 
that a negro family, formerly slaves of 
her father, were in danger, went brave- 
ly to their cottage, and carried them off 
to safety. 

That is what Southern chivalry and 
“quality folks’’ did for the negro man in 
his hour of peril. It was a sudaen re- 
vival of the old feudal spirits of slave 
holding days, when the lord of the 
plantation was both master and protect- 
or. 

Mob Mostly Shop Workers, 


Rut the South is undergoing a rapid 
thange in the character of its ruling 
class. No incident of the generation js 
emphasizing it more than this Atlanta 
massacre and the vigorous attempt be- 
ing made by the aristocracy to protect 
the blacks from the newly-risen middle 
Class of whites. Atlanta needs it most 
because this is the manufacturing and 
commercial] center where the new order 
of industrial whites predominate. 

A dozen times a day one hears the 
apelogy that no member of the olqd- time 
Southern families was in the mob; it 
was composed entirely of comparative 
newcomers, who work in the shops and

Now 
that the blood stains have been wiped 
from the streets, most people have for- 
gotten the incident, and look for the 
governing officials to do the same as 
quickly as they decently can. 

Everyone in the South is agreed on 
one phase of the problem. The negro 
who attacks a white woman must dle. 
Most Northern persons who know the 
South agree with that principle. 

The one point of difference is the 
modern proneness to exaggerate ev- 
ery incident into a case of assault. 
The negro seldom has a chance to ex- 
Plain or defend himself from the 
heinous charge.

It is said that women who have 
not cooked for years are forced from 
necessity to prepare the family meals, 
and that the song, ‘‘Nobody Works But 
Father,’ is not one whit applicable to 
conditions in many West End homes, 
Owing to the absence of servants, how- 
ever, “‘Father’’ is reputed with having 
to do in his old age some of the things 
that were so objectionable to his na- 
ture when, as a boy, his mother com- 
pelled him to do them, and, upon his 
failure to perform his duties efficient- 
ly acquainted him with the music of 
her slipper. 

This is what the manager’of an in- 
teiligence bureau says: 

“What has become of the good, reli- 
abie servant of former days? The 
question may agitate the housewilc, 
who is compelied by the necessities of 
the situation to do her own housework, 
though able and willing to pay well for 
having it done, but its answer is easy 
to one who occupies the position of in- 
termecdiary between employer and em- 
rloye, 

“Not muny years ago practically the 
only employment for girls confronted 
With the nécessity of earning their own 
living was housework. Now they are 
in demand by the hundreds of thou- 
sands in stores, offices and factories. 
They earn as good or better wages, 
find their employment more congenial, 
are treated with respect and not looked 
dewn upon as ‘mere servants.’ 

Her Self-Respect Consideration. 
“The question of money is not 
only one that appeals to a girl 
must earn her own living.

They are all welcome 
there. It is a departure in religious serv- 
ices that has been brought about by 
the conditions governing the _ servant 
problem.” 


Housekeeping School Failed. 
In 19802 a number of prominent 86t. 


Louis women undertook to bring about 
a solution of the servant problem by 
establishing a School of Housekeeping, 
under the direction of competent teach- 
ers in domestic science. The instruction 
feature of the school was a failure be- 
cause it was soon discovered that no 
pupils applied for matriculation, but the 
Intelligence Bureau has been maintained 
and now has offices in the Olivia Build- 
ing, Grand avenue and Windsor place.

“T think that 9% per cent of the girls 
who apply for employment through this 
office are good, self-respecting, upright 
young women, They appear to be ex- 
tremely sensitive, however, and feel 
hurt over little things they would pay 
no attention to in any office. It has 
come to the point where the demand for 
household help is so far in excess of the 
supply that girls demand and get much 
higher wages than they did when the 
servant problem was not driving house- 
wives to distraction.

OMAHA JUDGES 
UNITE. AGAINST 
DIVORCE EVILS 


One-Time Mecca of Single 
Blessedness Seekers 
Now Closed. 





FREEDOM WAS ABUSED 





Magnate Harriman’s Son Meets 
With an Unexpected 
_ Surprise, 


APPLICATION REJECTED 





Residence Must Be Bona Fide 
and the Cause Very 
Grievous. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 29.—Omaha is 
vigorously discouraging the wholesale 
use of her courts by persons seeking 
easy divorce. One of the most sur- 
prised men was a nephew of E. H. Har- 
riman on learning that he could not 
even apply for a divorce, he not being a 
genuine resident of this city. He final- 
ly obtained a decree in New York. 

Last year would have been a banner 
one for divorce lawyers but for Judge 
Sutton, who viewing divorce as a 
growing evil, talked it over with other 
judges, and as a result 14 divorces were 
annulled and 114 pleas refused. Many 
returned home without divulging the 
real cause of their residence. 

Formerly any person who could put 
up a good story could get a divorce. 
He could file his complaint, have the 
trial, get the decree, marry another 
“partner for life’’ all in one day. The 
actual trial, when the suit was not de- 
fended, would last often less than five 
minutes. Pilgrims who could not get a 
divorce at home, or, at least, not with- 
out scandal, would come to Omaha and 
“establish a residence.”’ 


Easy to Keep Secret. 


If they did not want the conjugal 


partner to know anything about it they 
served him with a notice by publica- 
tion, selecting any obscure paper pub- 
lished in the region of the acquired res- 
idence. Of course, if there was no pos- 
sibility of defense, the complaint could 
be made effective and the mismated 
one was granted freedom to return 
quietly home and select a new partner 
without any fuss. 

When the Judges of Omaha awoke to 
the situation, they made some new 
rules, and as all agreed to «and by 
the ruling that each might make for 
individual causes, even stretching pro- 
fessional courtesy, the divorce pilgrims 
found a stone wall. Young Harriman 
and his family believed he would he 
happier unattached to the beautiful girl 
he had made his wife, but she did not 
entirely agree and would not give any 
cause for divorce. 

Her husband came to Omaha, rented 
a flat at Thirty-fifth and Dodge streets, 
and set up a domicile, and much was 
written about his taking up the busi- 
ness Of railroading at a lonely desk in 
the Omaha general offices of the Union 
Pacific. He was all] for business. His 
wife remained elsewhere. When he had 
been six months in Omaha he, applied 
for divorce from his wife on the ground 
of desertion. 


Judge Heard of It. 


During his work here at railroading 
he had whispered to his companions 
that he was only staying in the ‘‘back- 
woods town’ until he could get free of 
his wife, who knew nothing about it, 
and the whisper reached the ears of the 
Court in which he applied. 

“You are not really located here as 
your permanent home,’’ the Judge said, 
and added a lecture on home-keeping 
that sent young Harriman back to New 
York, where he has been more success- 
ful, for he has his decree which was 
refused in the divorce Mecca. 

There are geven causes for divorce 
in NeLraska—adultery. incompetency, 
imprisonment in any jail for a period 
abandonment, drunken- 
ness, non-support, cruelty. Few States 
admit so many causes, and in many 
wor at or three causes are deemed 
valid. 

In the days of e@ay divorce al the 
causes were used. Now a man must 
be so given to drunkenness as to have 
become incapable of conducting his busi- 
ness, and his business must have suf- 
fered greatly as a proof that he is a 
habitual drunkard before drunkenness 
becomes a valid cause for divarce in 
Omaha. 

If a man abandons his wife, he must 
have been gone from her not less than 
two years, and he must not have sent 
her any money. 

Any Place Rut Omaha. 


The necessary six months’ residence 
before a petition for divorce may be 
filed must be actual, and must appear 
so to the Constable that the Judge 
sends to investigate before the plea is 
admitted. Last week a traveling man 
out of Chicago, not knowing the new 
regulations, applied for divorce, naming 
the leadeing Omaha hotel as his place 
of residence, claiming that Omaha was 
his home when he was free to be in 
any home. 

The Judge sent his Constable to see 
if the plaintiff was actually living at 
the hotel, but found that he only made 
the town monthly in his traveling. ai- 
though he had been there many times 
extending over a period of years. 

“No; you do not reside in Omaha,” 
refusing to allow 
his plea for divorce to be entered. 

“But I am on the road all the time; 
where do I live?’ the man replied. 

“Any place you like except Omaha, 
answered the Judge, and it is under- 
stood the man is now trying in Chicago. 
the city from which he registers be- 
cause the house he travels for is there. 

For a wife to acquire a residence In 
Omaha is difficult. It is so, In a meas- 
ure, any place. Her residence is where 
her husband's is. He may be in Japan, 
or he may be in Africa. Where his 

person is, there is her residence. 

He is bound to invite her premence, bet 
she must be patient.

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WOMEN’S WAR OF 
RIDICULE WINS 
MEN TO UNION 


Striking Miners’ Wives ‘Dress 
Up” Offenders After 
Blacking Faces. 


Special Cable to the Post*Dispatch and 
New York World. 
CARDIFF, Wales, Sept. 3.—The wom- 
en who are controlling the miners’ war 
in South Wales are adopting decidedly 
original tactics in order to ooerce the 
nonunionists to join the Miners’ Feder- 
ation, and so end the trouble which has 

caused the strike. . 

The majority of the women are wives 
of the aggrieved miners, and their meth- 
ods of conducting the strike—rough-and- 


tumble and good-humorea as they are— 
have already had the effect of driving 
scores of men into the federation fold. 
They do not care to face the ordeal! of 
having their faces blackened and being 
forced to march through the streets 
wearing white shirts which the women 
throw over them. 

Two young men at Maesteg, both non- 
unionists, were dragged into the street 
by a mob of women, stripped of their 
upper garments, and had their faces 
blackened. Then they were released— 
to join the federation. 

An exciting hunt in Albert street re- 
sulted in a nonunionist being found hid- 
den in a chimney. :He was promptly 
dragged down, covered from head to 
foot with soot. Women surrounded him, 
and compelled him to march to the 
Workmen's Institute, where he paid his 
$ subscription to the federation. 
Other nonunionists who were caught 
in a body were formed up at the head of 
a procession. White shirts were placed 
on many of them over their ciothes, 
and thus ridiculed, they were marched 
to the institute, where many promised 
to join the federation. 

In Coegnant road 300 persons captured 
a nonunionist and handed him over to 
the tender mercies of a crowd of chil- 
dren, who, with shrill cries and taunts 
danced around him, beating tin cans and 
singing. The children tried to put a 
white shirt on him, but they fafled. 
Another nonunionist was caught in Al- 
bert street. A woman’s apron was tied 
round his, neck, and he was then 
marched at the head of an immense 
procession about two miles. The streets 
were lined by hundreds of people, and as 
the procession passed the colliers’ wives 
jeered at him, and sang to a popular 
tune an extemporised song, ‘‘Pay up the 
federation.” 

At a mass meeting of the Caeran strik- 
ers held on the mountain side, an old 
woman, the mother of a young man who 
had been “ragged” by the strikers 
stepped forward to pay the entrance fee 
for her son to join the federation. She 
was about 60 years old. wrinkled and 
work-worn, and, as she tottered for- 
ward and handed over $ she was loudly 
cheered -

The 
wife, when she got her decree, was told 
positively that she must not marry 
again for six montha. 

‘Marry again! she exclaimed as the 
Judge was commiserating with her on 
her unhappiness, ‘I'll never marry 


again.,’’

plied.

“As each year went by he became 
dearer to us. It is true we never adopt- 
ed him legally, but With this agreement 
from his mother and his love for us, 
as well as her apparent satisfaction 
over the arrangement, we never thought 
we would lose him—the idea never éti- 
tered our heads.

be done with his knowledge or con- 
sent. The agreement also provides 
that no fund shall exist except for the 
legitimate expenses and _ that. this 
fund shall be placed in the hands of 
the chairman or the treasurer of each 
committee and be accounted for by 
him. 

The agreement is closed by the fol- 
lowing article: “We hereby pledge 
ourselves to use every effort in our 
power, both legal and moral, to see 
that the election laws of the State of 
Indiana shall be rigidly enforced.”

TOURISTS’ MILLIONS 
LEAVE SWISS HAPPY. 


BERNE, Sept. 29.—The hotel keep- 
ers of Switzerland, who were com- 


plaining bitterly early in the season 
that the severe restrictions upon mo- 
toring would drive their best custom- 
ers from the country, are now com- 
pelled to admit that they were mis- 
taken. 

The season has, as a matter of fact, 
been a record one. A very conserva- 
tive estimate of the amount of money 
paid over to hotel and pension keep- 
ers by this year's holiday makers is 
$15,000,000, besides another $5,000,000 
to the railway and steamboat com- 
panies and proprietors of road ve- 
hicles. 

The absence of scorching motorists 
is greatly appreciated by visitors, and 
is especially commented on by tour- 
ists who have arrived from the Ital- 
fan lake district, where motor scorch- 
ing is the rule, and the clouds of dust 
raised often bring other traffic to a 
standstill. 

Before the season closes it {ts esti- 
mated that about 500,000 tourists, in- 
cluding representatives of every na- 
tionality in Europe, will have visited 
Switzerland. The number of German 
Visitors has been greater than ever 
before. amounting, in the opinion of 
hotel keepers, about 88 per cent of 
the whole. England has supplied the 
next largest number, about 18 per 
cent, with Belgium, France, Russia 
and Norway and Sweden following 
closely behind.

| was unable to assign any cause for his 


death, the case was turned over to the 

coroner and an autopsy, which was held 

Saturday, was ordered. 
“Hydropericarditis with tuberculosis 


contributing’ was the cause of his 
death, according to the report of Dr. J. 
Lebrocht,, who conducted the au- 
iopsy. 

Anderson lived at 3103 Lucas avenue, a 
rooming house conducted by Mrs. Ella 
Sanborn, with whom he had made his 
home for the past 15 years. He died in 
his room Iriday morning. 


Bottles in Room. 

Ilundreds of bottles, some empty and 
some more or less full, but all of them 
opened, together with stacks of cir- 
culars, letters from medicine concerns 


and medical descriptive matter, were 
found in his room after his death. 

Anderson had been a well-known fig- 
ure at all of the free clinics throughout 
tiie city. It is said that the list of 
symptoms he was wont to relate to 
physicians, was so complcicated that 
none Of them were able positively to 
diagnose his complaint. Une thought 
the trouble was with his heart, another 
attributed it to his stomach, a third 
held that it was his nervous system, 

Long descriptive letters which he 
wrote to patent medicine concerns 
throughout the country brought. their 
replies, and Anderson was always ready 
and willing to give each new remedy a 
trial. 

He had been a canvasser for picture 
frames and for crayon enlargements, 
and it is thought that he left consid- 
erable cash.

THREE-MILE SUBWAY 
ENOUGH FOR START, 
SAYS EXPERT PERKINS

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If Commission Finds City Needs It, Railway Should Be Built in

IT. LOUIS should not try in the beginning to build more than three miles 
of subway railroad, in the opinion of Albert T. Perkins, railroad ad- 
viser of the Municipal Bridge and Terminal) Commission.

“The idea of the subway is to supply viaduct or elevated. The contract price 


a right-of-way, along which fast pas- 
senger trains can move without inter- 
ference from the slower cars,”’ said Mr. 
Perkins yesterday to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “‘An elevated road accomplish- 
es this purpose, but an elevated rail- 
road is unsightly. 

“The plan 8t. Louis should pursue is 
to investigate thoroughly whether the 
city wants or needs a subway. A com- 
mission of experts could make recom- 
mendations in the premises. If, after 
investigation, it found desirable for 
St. Louls to build a subway in the next 
few years, it would probably not be 
necessary at first to construct more 
than three miles of subway to take care 
of the most congested part of the city. 

“Figures taken from the cost of sub- 
ways in Néw York and Boston show 
that this nucleus of a rapid transit 
system would cost between $6,000,000 
and $7,000,000. 


Interest #280,000 Annually. 
“The interest on §$7,000,00, at 4 per 


cent, Is $28,000 pér year. The sinking 
fund on a 20-year basis is $350,000 per 
year. Interest on $7,000,000, at 3% per 
cent, is $280,000 per year. The sinking 
ments were made to extend the sinking 
fund over forty years the yearly re- 
quirement would be approximately $175,- 
000 a year. 

“So the city, if it invested $7,000,000 
in a subway, would have to lease it for 
between $400,000 and $600,000 a year to 
cover interest and sinking fund. Care- 
ful investigation would develop whether 
or not that is feasible.”’ 

Mr. Perkins has, since the 
for a subway in St. Louis began, rec®*ived 
from Boston and New York the latest 
reports on the subways in those cities. 
He has prepared digests of the subway 
conditions in these cities. 

“The Boston Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion,” he said, ‘‘was organized in June, 
1891. Its preliminary investigations the 
first year cost about $50,000 and covered 
recommendations as to steam railroad

‘In 1894 the Boston Transit Commis- 
sion, reorganized on a permanent basis,

various rules that apply to the several 
classes of words. While it is generaily 
understood that the spelling reform on- 
ly applies to about 300 words of the lan- 
guage, there is a set of rules regarding 
the spelling of various classes of words 
which broadens the scope of the move- 
ment to cover considerably over 1000 
words.”

Oklahoma Crop Is Ripe, but 
Workers Are Not 
There.

LAWTON, O. T., Sept. 29.—Cotton 
picking is the thing that is now 
staring the cotton raiser of Comanche 
County in the face. In many places 
the staple is ready to be picked, and! 
it is impossible to get sufficient help 
to gather the crop. Last year the 
raiser of this staple was compelled to 
pay from 90 cents to $1.25 a hundred 
to get his crop gathered. At this 
time cotton is only bringing 8% cents 
a pound and it will work a hardship 
on the farmer to force him to pay so 
much for labor. 

Thirty thousand bales of cotton 
were raised in the county last year 
and the estimate of buyers as to the 
amount of cotton that will be mar- 
keted this year varies. Some place it 
as low as 22,000, while others are 
hopeful of 40,000 bales

GERMANY STANDS FIRM 
FOR A BIGGER NAVY. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—Count von Revent- 
low, fhe German naval authority, speak- 
ing at the annual meeting of the Pan- 
German League, held at Dresden, said 
Germans must smile at English disarm- 
ament speeches. 

‘as wevare building our fleet solely to 
bring ourselves out of a position of de- 
fenselessness,'’ said the Count, ‘we 
could at the most only propose to Great 
Britain that she should reduce her rate 
of building in order that our fleet might 
attain to the strength of hers. As soon 
as this is the case, we will bind our- 
selves not to increase our fleet further. 

“The disarmament question will cer- 
tainly be brought forward at the “next 
Hague conference, and Germany will 
probably be described there as the unt- 
versal disturber of peace. We can, how- 
ever, look forward to everything, not 
only with calmness, but with equan- 
imity.”’ 

In the discussion which followed, 
Lieutenant-General IdAebert, formeriy 
Governor of German East Africa, sald: 
“In the whole of German history, Bis- 
marck is the only great German diplo- 
matist. A lack of diplomatists must be 
replaced by brutal power, by force; and 
this power is the army and navy. 

“When any one asks me whether we 
should disarm, I say: ‘For heaven's sake 
keep — your army and build ships, 
ships, ships!’ "’ This speech was received 
by the audience with tumultuous ap- 
plause.

TEXAS ATTORNEY 
GENERAL BUSY 


Trust Suits Are Only Part of 
Work He Has at Present 
Planned. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. :9.—The Attorney- 
General's Deparment has an immense 
amount of work ahead of it. In the 


first place the numerous phases of the 
tax bills are yet finaliy undecided, and 
will soon be in the cuurts tor consider- 
ation and put on the road to the highe 
court for linal decision. 

Following the tax bill litigation come 
the Attorney-General’s several import- 
ant anti-trust suits. ‘Those against the 
Fort Worth Live Stock Exchange and 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. require the 
time of several lawyers, and will have 
to be closely watched. Then it is known 
that the Attorney-General’s department 
has accumulated evidence against other 
trusts, and it is generally stated that 
suits will also be filed against the flour 
millers of ‘Texas and the lumber manu- 
facturers. 

In addition to the foregoing, which is 
of the utmost importance and does not 
include the multitude of routine mat- 
ters coming before the deparvment for 
adjudication, the Attorney-General has 
the defense of the suits against the 
Railroad Commission involving the lite 
o? that tribunal. All of its rates, tariffs 
and orders are in jeopardy, and a vic- 
tory against the commission would be a 
blow of far-reaching effect in commer- 
Cials in the State. In the last men- 
tioned cases the Attorney-General will 
have the assistance of Judge S. H. 
Cowan, an acknoledged raie lawyer of 
ability, and will be relieved to some ex- 
tent in that momentous contest. With 
the advent of the courts next month, 
the legal mill will grind for the State 
Attorney-General’s department in a 
way to keep it hustling to keep up with 
the work before it.

At 
this moment a strong section of the 
Unionists, led by the Times, is making 
a determined effort to force Balfour 
from the leadership on the ground that 
Sir Anthony MacDonnell was appointed 
under secretary of Dublin Castle, to 
initiate a policy leading to home rule. 
Altogether, the Unionist party is in a 
perlious position, Balfour having lost 
the confidence of his followers com- 
pletely.

That Joe Chamberlain has not reaped 
his harvest of physical neglect sooner 
has been a marvel to those who knew 
his habits of life and work. He always 
refused to exercise, rode in a closed 
carriage and smoked quantities of long, 
strong cigars daily. When his first 
Symptoms of gout appeared and he was 
ordered to give up smoking he replied 
that life would not be worth living 
without his cigars. 

He was given to worry, and the crush- 
ing disappointments of the last few 
years weighed heavily upon him. First 
came the disasters of the Boer War, 
with the consequent strain upon him as 
Colonial Secretary. The hopelessness of 
the outlook when he visited South 
Africa added to his burdens. Then his 
gruelling campaigns for fiscal reform 
were enough to kill a man of ordinary 
enduranec.

Balfour's elevation to the premiership 
that broke down Chamberlain so much 
as his overwhelming defeat in his tarilft 
campaign. From that blow he never 
recovered, although he has made inter- 
mittent attempts to show fight in his 
old hard-hitting style.

It was feared that the comedians, di- 
vested of their weird costumes an 
forced to appear for nearly two acts 
in “straight’’ parts, would fail to 
amuse, but ten minutes after their bows 
had been made the unqualified success 
of Mr: Stone at least was assured. In 
all vaudeville teams one-half overtops 
the other, and in this instance Mr. 
Montgomery suffered. He proved an ad- 
mirable foil for his partner, but there 
his usefulness ceased. 

In “The Red Mill” Henry Blossom, 
author of the book, and Victor Herbert, 
composer of the score, succeeded in cre- 
ating a musical piece—you can hardly 
eall it a comedy or play, although the 
plot hangs together remarkably well— 
which aroused enthusiasm.

as to make the whole play one of 
ceaseless enjoyment. 

Mr. Herbert’s score is equal to any 
which has come from his pen in recent 
years. It abounds in crashing choruses 
and ensembles, dainty trifies for prima 
donna and tenor, and {fs devoid of any 
trace of reminiscence, unless it may bé 
charged that the composer has filched 
from his own admirable works.

BARNSTABLE, Mass., Sept. 29.—Ures- 
ident Roosevelt visited the North Atlan- 
tic fleet off Cape Cod today and left 
with enthusiastic praise of the officers 
and crews of the fleet. 

The crew of the battleship Missouri, 
on which the President spent the day, 
cheered themselves hoarse as he left 
the ship at 1:30, for they had had an 


honor paid to them which no other crew 


in the navy had ever received. 

The President and his guests sat down 
to dinner with the jackies. This feature 
of the trip was a surprise, both to the 
officers and the men. When the Mis- 
souri left the target ground and _ “yre- 
turned to her anchorage and: the first 
mess call was gounded on a murine’'s 
trumpet, the notes had not ceased echo- 
ing throughout the fleet when the Pres- 
ident called Admiral Evans to his side 
and announced that he and his guests 
would take dinner with the sailors. 

The necessary orders were immedinte- 
ly issued and the sailors jumped to their 
feet in surprise when they saw Presi- 
dent Roosevelt walk on the after gun 
deck-Aand take his place at ua table 
where he and his guests had the saine 
meas that was being served to ihe 
sailors at the surrounding tables. 


“One of the Boys.” 


One of the men, observing that there 
were no napkins on the President's ta- 
ble, rushed to the ward room to procure 
the necessary table lilen. When he re- 
turned the President thanked him, but 
said he was “dining with the boys to- 
dayt wand would have no privileges 
which they did not enjoy. 

The sailors, pleased with the Presi- 
dent's action, took no further steps un- 
tll at the conclusion of the dinner, when 
they sent to the President's table a box 
of cigars which had been obtained by 
subscription from the navy canteen.

STRUCK AT RANKIN 


Flow Found at Depth of 1003 
Feet, Say St. Louis 
Business Men. 


Oil and natural gas were struck at a

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gathering de- 
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depth of 1003 feet Friday night at Ran- 
kin, a small station on the Frisco rail- 
road, just west of Valley Park, ac- 
cording to three St. Louis business 
men, who have superintended the drill- 
ing of an eight-inch hole there. 

‘he drill has now gone down 1025 feet 
and the drilling apparatus has been re- 
moved to make way for a casing which 
will brine up the water now filling the 





hole and preventing the o'l from com- 
ing a freely. 

A. . Deacon, secretary of the Lam- 
bert Pharmacal Co.; G. R. Blickahn, ad- 
vertising manager of the same firm, and 
Claude .Wetmore have promoted the 
drilling. Influenced by the statements 
of several geologists that veins of oil 
cross the under strata of Missouri sol!. 
the three promoters have purchased 
15,000 acres In and around St. Louis 
County. Another boring has - been 
started at Manchester. 

The hole at Rankin, which is now the 
deepest elght-inch boring arognd St. 
Louis, was started two months ago. Sev- | 
eral hundred feet down a thin stratum | 
of oll was reached, but oi! experts in- 
formed the promoters of the well that, 
good oil would be struck at a depth of 
over 10 feet. 

Ol Below 1000-Foot Level. 

When the 103-foot level laws reached 
a large quantity of good oil is said by 
the promoters to have come up, with 
large quantities of salt water and sul- 
phur, which usually accompany oil flow- 
ings. This was taken as such a good 
sign that the drilling was pushed down 
22 feet further. But as the oil flow grew 
weaker the drilling was stopped to 
get rid of the water. 

An tron casing will be sunk in the hole 
and this will draw off the water so that 
oil can flow up through the casing. As 
it is now, the oil is under 1000 feet of 
water, eight inches wide. This prevents 
any accurate determination of the quan- 
tity of the oil or of the pressure. 

“There is undoubtedly oil in the coun- 
ty,’ said Mr. Deacon to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter last night, “‘but it is just 
as surely only in veins—like channels of 
water running down below, perhaps a 
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thousand feet or so wide. 


‘There is good indication’in what has | 


come up from our boring at- Rankin that 
we have struck there some good oil. The 
driller, who is an expert, has also in- 
formed us that undoubtedly there is 
natural gas there, too.”’

(Great was their surprise to find that, 
when the awards were made on agricul- 
tural products, Oklahoma had taken 
the prize on corn, having a better dis- 
play of corn than any other country or 
State in the world. 


Souvenir Plan Abandoned, 
Last year, as souvenirs to friends and 


others in ‘‘the states,"’ 5000 cotton bolls, 
just as they were ready to burst, were 
inclosed in small boxes and sent to al) 
parts of the United States. 

At first, on account of the unprece- 
dented corn crop Oklahoma wil harvest 
this year, it was almost decided to send 
ears of corn, but when the cost of post- 
age was considered the expense would 
be too great in relation to the result.

A new building, now almost complet- 
ed, will be fitted up and used for the 
corn palace. Three floors, 175x14Q-feet in 
dimensions, will be devoted to various 
displays, and it is expected there will 
be no room untaken. It is proposed to 
offer prizes ranging from 50¢ to $80 for 
the beat gdamples of corn, #ad exhibits 
will be invited from every place in the 
two territories.

Threatened to Arrest Him as 
Participant in Harvard vs. 
Police Rush, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Sept. 29.—Theodore Roose- 
velt Jr. went before Judge Sullivan of 
the Municipal Court bench, In private 
session today, to tell what he knew of 
the trouble that occurred Thursday 
night on the common between police of 


the La Grange Street Station and Har- 
Vard students. 

No warrant was issued for the boy's 
arrest and he came over from Cam- 
bridge of his own free will and went to 
the office of Superintendent Pierce, ac- 
companied by John Forbes Perkins, ex- 
counsel for the Police Board, and a 
young man said to be a reommate of 
young Roosevelt. The interview with 
the Superintendent and Capt. Cain last- 
ed perhaps 15 minutes. 

It was 11 o'clock when young Roose- 
velt, with Coxswain Bladgen of the 
Harvard crew, Attorney Francis C. 
Bangs, Mr. Perkins, Capt. Cain and Pa- 
trolman Grace entered the Judge's court. 
They had been smuggled in in a unique 
manner. In order to avoid the crowd of 
curious persons waiting in Pemberton 
Square, the party was taken through 
the rear of police headquarters over the 
so-called ‘‘corridor of sighs'’ into the 
basement of the Courthouse. 

There they passed out over the wind- 
ing staircase to the corridor adjoining 
the private office of:Clerk Ingalls of 
the Municipal Court, which leads to the 
first session, and they proceeded to the 
Judge's labby. The party was in the 
lobby less than ten minutes. A man 
who knows the facts told the Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the action of the 
police in endeavoring to secure a war- 
rant for young Roosevelt was merely 
to scare him into giving the name ot 
the student alleged to have tripped Re- 
serve Officer Fraher on the common. 
Fraher’s nose was broken by the fall. 

“] am absolutely innocent. No war- 
rants has been issued for my arrest 
and nune will be. This affair has been 
exagzerted, and it is a great mistake,’’ 
gaid young Roosevelt, as he left the 
Judge's lobby. 

Judge Sullivan decided there was not 
Sufficient evidence on which to warrant 
Roosevelt.’s arrest. . 

Supt. ©'’Meara*of the Police Depart- 
ment last nignt declared that young 
Roosevelt had a hand in the assauk on 
Policeman Fraher, and although he was 
let go at the station when arrested, 
declared he would arrest him again to- 
day on a warrant. It was this threat 
that sent the student to court today.

PARIS, Sept. 22.—There has just been 
a pretty commotion at the Villa des Lys, 
near Saint Cloud, where the Grand 
Duke Paul de Russia is staying. He 
took up his abode there with a strong 
contingent of servants, half of whom 
hailed from his own country and half 
natives of France. For some reason 
or another, that ‘‘union of hearts’’ of 
which so much has been said, did not 


find an illustration in the establish- 
ment. The French servants did not ex- 
actly hit it off with their Muscovite 
comrades, and the result was a sort of 
feud. Weary of all the unpleasantness, 
the Grand Duke had administered a 
scolding to a man who was suspected of 
having started tchis_ ill-feeling, when, 
early on the following morning, his Rus- 
sian butler found an object resembling 
a bomb lying on one of the window 
sills. It was square in shape and the 
hox was bound round with wire and 
twine, a lengthy wick, which had been 
partially burnt, emerging from it. The 
authorities were informed and an in- 
spector arrived from Versailles to con- 
duct an investigation.

Oklahoma Board Requires Iron- 
Clad Guarantee of Health 
of Swine, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., Sept. 29.—As a re- 
sult of the action of Judge Burford 
making the injunction against the old 
rules permanent the Livestock Sani- 
tary Board of Oklahoma has issued a 
new set of hog quarantine regulations 
as follows: 

“Swine shipped from any point out- 
side of the Territory of Oklahoma, in- 
cluding the stock hog division of any 
public stockyard, may be accepted for 
shipment if accompanied by a certifi- 
cate of apparent heaith from an in- 
spector of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry of the Departinent of Agricul- 
ture of the United States. 

“Where it is impossible to secure 
Federu] inspection a certificate of 
health will be accepted from _ the 
State veterinarian of the State from 
which the swine are shipped. 

“In case where the services of a 
Federal inspector or a State veterinart- 
an are not available, the shipment must 


be accompanied by an affidavit from 
parties selling the hogs to the ship- 
r, supported by two witnesses, stat- 


ng that said swine are free from dis- 
ease, that there has been no disease 
among these swine for the last six 
months, nor has there been any dis- 
ease in the neighborhood from which 
these swine originated for the last six 
months past.

be located upon any stream of water 
or other location where heavy vains or 
floods will wash infection to adjacent 
premises.’

TRAW day was !naugurated here 
S somé years ago, but never before 
did the people here and in this 
vicinity enter upon the work as enthu- 
Siasticaliy as they did this year. 

The work was done in a systematic 

Way under the direction In the first 
place of an executive committee headed 
by Mayor Fred Thiel and a finance com- 
mittee, of which Henry Christiansen 
was chairman. Superintendents were 
appointed for each strip of road. 
Banks and warehouses were closed 
all day, and men from every business 
went out to assist in working roads 
which were getting in bad condition 
by being cut full of holes w heavy 
wheat wagons.

These engineers came to St. Louis a few days ago, 
in answer-to a call by the United Railways Co., 
which desires to make the absorption of the Sub- 
urban lines attractive to the stockholders and to

LECTROLYSIS, the corrosive 
action of escaped electric cur- 
rents on piping and _ water 

mains in the city streets, may be a dis- 
ease of the past, when the giant mag- 
net is reared. This disease,. which in 
St. Louis alone has eaten up about 
$25,000 worth of water mains a year, 
and whose annual diet in St. Louis is 
more than 125,000 pounds of iron, re- 
sults from poorly insulated rail con- 
nections. according to E. E. Brownell, a 
noted electrolytical surveyor who visit- 
ed St. Louis to investigate the damage 
to water mains. 

A double trolley system, providing 
for the return of current, in complete 
circuit, to power house, would prevent 
electrolysis, but St. Louis trolley roads 
depend on the rails to carry current 
hack, and the rail connection being poor, 
frequently and insulation insufficient, 
electricity scamper's away to the water 
mains, or jumps about from place to 
niaee under the ground, transferring 
from pipe to pipe. eating refrigerating 
pipes. telephone and telegraph con- 
duits and all other unprotected pipes. 











solve the question of “How can we stop the terrific 
loss of power from wire and rail?” 

The answer made to the interested officials by 
the sponsors for the magnet idea was at once so sii- 
ple and so pregnant with astounding suggestions 
for the future that mere assertion on the part of 
the men with the scheme was met with laughter. 
But later laughter ehanged into reflection, when 
demonstrations in the downtown heart of St. Louis 
seemed to prove that the engineer-inventors were 
not possessed of a visionary aberration. 


The street railway end of the North American 
Co., which operates almost all the public utility 
works in St. Louis, when told that the erection 
of the giant magnet would cost only about $200,000, 
and the maintenance almost nothing, had visions of 
dividends. The original expenditure of $200,000 
would be about all, whereas street railway men say 
it costs that amount or more every year to main- 
tain the power house at De Hodiamont and run the 
Suburban system lines in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County. 

With this magnet in use, th:s power house and its 
scores of employes could, it is claimed, be dropped. 

The magnet proposed, if the plan is adopted by 
the United Railways Co., will stand almost 300 feet 
high, probably on one of the corners at Sixth and 
Olive atreets or Seventh and Olive streets. This 
sky-piercing magret will be inclosed in a brick or 
conerete tower, which will protect it. In this tow- 
er will be narrow siits as windows, 

The base of the magnet will be insulated, and out 
from this will run like the roots of a tree hundreds 
of wires, penetrating the earth and gathering from 


four engineers made.demonstrations here and there 
in St. Louis with magnets, ringing bells with the 
power picked up and otherwise proving to the satis- 
faction of the gentlemen who went about with them 
that they knew how to save thousands of dollars 
for the street railways combination. 

Touching the ground with a small magnet at Sixth 
and Olive, they easily rang an alarm bell with it. 

The great tower proposed, to inclose the magnet, 
will be known as the “juice tower,” and the magnet 
and its root wires and air current catchers will draw 
and contain the “juice” for transmission to the cur- 
rent carriers. “Juice” is slang among electricians 
for loose current. | 

Loss of electricity is due to current flowing 
through wires, just as there is a loss of current flow- 
ing from any other conducting medium. Measure- 
ment of the pressure at the power plant of a street 
railway and at some distant point on the line will 
show a difference. 

The engineers were told that in order to avail 
themselves of the power gained, they would have to 
string an immense amount of wire and root the mag- 
net under the whole city, at a great cost. They de- 
nied this and claimed they would derive enough pow- 
er to make the plan pay, and in addition, save an im- 
mense amount of money for the operating company 
each year—enough to insure big dividends, great - 
profits. 

Out of this argument arose a suggestion that this 
great reduction would cause demand for lower fares 
and the erection of immense towers here and there 
in the city. The promoters of the giant magnet do 
not contend that these things would not happen, 
any more than they deny that thousands of persons 
would seek to ob‘ain power for all manner of opera- 
tions in the same way. 

If the plan is adopted and should prove success- 
ful, the revolution in power would be on at full 
force, and a few yeirs might see the country stud- 
ded with great horse-shoe magnets drawing unto 
themselves from above and telow the derelict 
streams of power wa.ting a call to usefulness. 

Not only would the country present an area of

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towers, not un.ike the towers in a petroleum fieid, 
but the giant structures would have their imitators, 
or baby relatives in thousands of residence yards, 
From these small magnets would pour a power to 
make the running of a sewing machine a pastime, the 
lighting of a house as cheap as the water supply, 
and instead of tapping the earth in spots for gas 
and oil, the earth and the air could almost be tapped 
at will, and both be made to yield service. So say 
those who favor the scheme. 

This plan successful, transportation and light 
manufacturing methods might be revolutionized and 
the loose forces of nature brought to the hand of 
every man almost at will. 

The only expression that can be gained from the 
street railway officials on the subject of the pro- 
posed giant magnet is that “If it is possible for 





Queer Ways of Operating Rail- 
roads. 


AILROADS today are being 
operated by waterfalls, gaso- 
line, petroleum, wood, gravity, 

river current, tide, electricity and gas. 
The proposal to operate the Suburban by 
a magnet is hardly more surprising than 
that to operate the entire Vanderbilt sys- 
tent from St. Louis to New York City by 
the power of Niagara Falls, work for 
which is now under way. Trolley roads 
operated by waterfalls are common in 
Settserland and in the Rockies. The 
funicular railway on Vesuvius was at one 
time operated by the volcano itself. Sev- 
eral railroads in this country are operated 
on mountain sides by ore, the loaded cars 
coming down lifting the empty ones go- 
ing up. 











these engineers to avail themselves in this city of 
the stray forces of electricity in the air and in the 
earth, secure pressure and results from the plan and 
make it pay, then the street railway companies are 
very much at fault if they do not make an effort to 
save the power for themselves. It is the street rail- 
way, as well as the lighting companies and the in- 
dependent and private concerns engaged in generat- 
ing electric power, that must suffer loss, and it ought 
to be saved if possible.” 

The four engineers, it is claimed, have met the 
two factors in electric power, the amount of pow- 
er and the pressure at which it is sent out; they have 
made sure of their proposition to gather all elec- 
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tric power that is lost, and they claim they can 
gather enough downtown in St. Louis to run the 
Suburban lines.. The traffic on this road demands 
40,000 hérsepower in the morning and evening and 
about 30,000 horsepower during the intervening day. 

This magnet plan is interesting to the street rail- 
way companies for another reason. The rails of 
the street railway companies are bonded at the 
joints by copper wires; that is, they are connected 
by a copper wire, in order fhat the current may 
be continuous, that there may be no loss. But 
there is a heavy loss, and this electricity rung 
amuck in the earth. ' 

Sometimes strong currents are found flowing to- 
ward the rails, and often great currents are found 
flowing from them. To save this, with the least 
amount of loss, the companies would have to — 
string many continuous miles of copper wire, and — 
the expense would be great. Thus the magnet plan 
to save the expense necessary to wire the rails and 
also prevent the Joss when not wiring the rails, is 
most interesting to the railway officials. 


Electric power is sent out from the various pow- 
er houses at a pressure of about 550 volts and it 
returns to the plants at a pressure of zero, or & 
full loss of pressure. The magnet plan is to utilize 
everything lost in the transmission of electric pow- 
er for the moving of cars, and also to gather all 
electricity that escapes from any other source and to 
make it useful instead of letting it go to waste. 

The magnet plan is far away more revolutionary 
in its possibilities, as explained by the four West- 
inghouse engineers, than the scheme announced a 
few years ago and credited to Tesla, that of erecting 
a tower on Pike’s Peak and gathering from tie heav- 
ens enough electrie power to light the cities and 
towns of the whole West. The giant magnet plan, 
it is claimed, does not require a mountain peak, 
but only a tower, a magnet and wires taid in the 
earth.

Former Republican Leader Early Friend of Win- 


ston Churchill—Sent 


Him to Annapolis—Sup- 


plied Material for “Coniston’’—Resemblances 
Between the Boss of New Hampshire and the 
Boss of Missouri—Growing Power of Railroads 
Which Now Control States.

ETHRO BASS, hero of ‘‘Coniston’’ and the greatest literary creation of the year, 
was, it is now discovered, largely modeled after a well-known St. Louisan, Chauncey 
I. Filley, who was an early friend of Winston Churchill in this city and got him 


his appointment to Annapolis. Not only is the resemblance striking in many particulars 
hetween Jethro, boss of New Hampshire and Chauncey, boss of Missouri, but Mr. Filley 
admits he supplied Churchill with much of the material which raises ‘‘Coniston’’ to 


the rahks of a political classic. 


Churchill knew Mr. Filley intimately—his striking personality, his vigor of expres- 
sion, Xis native shrewdness—and was a student of many of his methods in Missouri 
party management. What more natural when the time came for him to write his great 
novel on ‘‘The Boss,’’ upon the strength of which he has been running for Governor of 
New Hampshire, than that the admirable traits of character in that creation should 


have been those of his earliest friend and patron, the only boss he ever knew? 


The 


good things in Jothro Bass are now identified as characteristics of Filley, while the ques- 
tionable methods of the New Hampshire chieftain are attributed to bosses of lowcr 


grade.

stage of the United States this winter. 


No book since ‘‘The Jungle’’ has excited so mucn 


discussion, and it bids fair to increase in importance as time goes on. 
Jethro Bass is not merely a character—he is the type of a school which played a 


large part in the national life and is now passing away. 


Before the onward march of 


the railroad corporation—the sinister creation which even now is a national political 


issue—the 


old-time domineering individual who carried a State or a city in his pocket 


and stood between the people and their financial masters is vanishing. Such is the les- 
son of ‘‘Coniston’’ and one of the principal reasons for its widespread popularity. 


R. FILLEY’'S story of his friendship for Win- 
M ston Churchill and of incidents of Nis own 
career suggested in “Coniston” are doubly 
interesting when related by himself. The ‘‘old man” 
is probably the best-posted Republican politician in 
the West. He lives at 27 Lawton avenue, St. Louis, 
within a few blocks of Churchill’s former home with 
the Gagzzam-family. His study faces the street. 

The little room is lined from floor to ceiling with 
books on politics and government; he is never at a 
moment's loss to pounce upon any man’s record or 
any act of government. He handles the many pam- 
phiets he has written fondly and asks: “How many 
issues of the Sunday Post-Dispatch do you reckon it 
would take to tell this story in brevier type?’’ ‘Then 
he answers, ‘‘A lot of ’em!’’ . 

Asked about his acquaintance with Winston 
Churchill, he turned from his barricade of books, pa- 
pers, pamphlets and gatling-gun of a typewriter, and 
pointed out a great box. 


“That bex,”’ he said,“‘is full of stuff returned to 


me today by Winston. And here's his latest pam- 
phiet on the manly fight the boy is making against 
the Boston & Maine Railroad.”’ 

Asked if he would smoke a cigar while he talked, he 
stated: ‘“‘The last cigar I smoked was given to me 
by Garfield a day or two before he was shot; it was 
on the same day he offered to me for the second 
time the Berlin Mission. I used to smoke as many 
as 14 cigars a day before that, but haven't smoked 
since.”’ 

Then Mr. Filley returned to Churchill. “I don’t 
know just what books are in that box. Some of them 
are State histories, several are war histories, some 
are histories of America and of the world, but they 
are all the best. I guess a mighty lot of the stuff 
is made up of my pamphlets going after the gangs in 
St. Louis and Missouri. 

“I knew Winston Churchill when he was in frocks. 
lie was born in 1871, in. this city. He grew up to be 
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Jethro Bass—From “Coniston.” 


a clean young American, descended from John 
Churchill, who settled in Plymouth in 1641, and in his 
veins flows tha blood of Jonathan Edwards, the Puri- 
tan preacher, and John Dwight, the founder of Ded- 
hai, 

“Churchill lived in the same neighborhood. All of 
us were up here on the hill, bet 
street, and round about. 

“Churchill, then a boy, came to me one day and 
sald, ‘| want to go to Annapolis.’ I asked: ‘What 
say your Uncle and Auntie Gazzam” He answered: 
?They are willing.” Then I promised, ‘All right, you 
go to Annapolis,’ 

“Old man Niedringhaus had been elected to Con- 
gress, Didn't do any more toward hig own election 
than that stove. I was a Whig then. The old man 
came to me; said he'd heard he might be nominated; 
didn't know whether he could give up his vacation 
travel. I said: ‘Go take your trip; when you return, 
youll be nominated, and then—‘lected.. He went 
away; nomination wasn't any trouble to him; elee- 
tion didn't cost nothin’ either. 

“Yes, I picked him out for Congress in '88. I was 
in all the committees, member National Committee, 
and I named a committee for Niedringhaus. John Ww. 
Gates handled the financial end of it. Carried town 
by 10,000! Well, Niedringhaus said he'd get the boy 
in Annapolis, but he came to me one day and said: 
‘Don't know ‘bout sending that boy to Annapolis,’ 
I asked: ‘Why? Said: ‘Hitchcock—Henry Hitch-

his novels. He planned them all out, all were to be 
patriotic, governmental; he has written several- of 
the series.”’ 

Mr. Filley’s description of how Churchill made a 
writer of himself is interesting, showing the immense 
amount of labor and the persistence with which the 
author worked to attain success. 

“It took Gratz Brown six months to write a 
speech,’ said Mr. Filey, ‘‘and Carl Schurz just about 
as long.» Why, when they got through with a speech, 
you had to go to Webster’s Dictionary to see what 
the issue was.’’ 

Mr. Filley chuckled as though he enjoyed the rec- 
ollection. His ‘description served to illustrate how 


and he half-whispered—‘How? Hunt?” Mr. Filley 
then spoke of the present fight in the courts over the 
boss-ship of his party: 

“Only influence I ever had with a party was On 
account of my insistence on adherence to the prin- 
ciples of the party. A leader has to follow public 
opinion. You can’t make a leader of a dictator. I 
never ran politics on any principle except that of ob- 
ligation to party and party principle. In 40 years I 
never demanded personal fealty of any ——— galoot 
nor did I permit any such fellow to. have anything 
he was not entitled to.” 

“Churchill,” said Mr. Filley, “wrote ‘Conéston’ after 
he was in the New Hampshire Legislature. He got his 
disgust on there, and afterward became the candi- 
date of the Lincoln Republican Club, not of the Re- 
publican party The Boston & Maine Railroad runs 
the party up there—leaves nothing for anybody else 
to run. Runs the whole State! 

“Bill Phelps and the other lobbyists of the Bur- 
lington, Frisco and other railroads have held about 
as great power in this State. Why, didn’t Bill Phelps 
have the nerve to come to me here in my home in 
December, 1895, and ask me to let Kerens go to the 
national convention? Offered me support of al] the 
—— railroads. I told Bill Phelps, ‘You know if 
Kerens could get the delegation to the national 
convention, you would see him in —— before you 
would come to me. Look, here, Bill Phelps, you 
want me to go back on all the friends of my 
ideas and my management of politics and leave 
them and accept your proposition. Would you 
do that if you were me?’ He said, ‘No.’ I Said, 
‘Then dry up.’ 

“I never got any support from the Frisco as long 
as Kenna was with the road, and neither from the 
M., K. & T. I helped the M., K. & T. ’way back in 
‘75 and ’76, gave it the fast mail, virtually,.from To- 
ledo, then gave them the mail out of St. Louis; run 
it up to Sedalia, and let them run it down to Gal- 
veston: It had been ordered around by New Orleans 
and the Morgan line. ‘ 

“Trade follows the mails. St. Louis could not at- 
ford to give up those mailbags, I made up the 
schedules myself. There was not a postal car west 
of here in '73, 4 and '5 except on the Missouri Pacific 
between here and Kansas City. I disobeyed the gen- 
eral superintendent's order—I was the Postmaster 
here,”’ 

Mr. Filley likes to talk about the railroads. fle 
continued: ‘‘The —— railroads have controlled this 
State right along. They have done it in the cheap- 
est —— way—by passes! I'm talking about New 
Hampshire now, and what is true of that State is 
true of Missouri exactly. —— it, I ran against this 
thing: 

“They trumped up a deal against me trying to sell 
out the Missouri Pacific here. A syndicate formed 
to buy the road. They thought all they hadéto do 
was to come to me and I would help them. But l 
didn’t say a —— thing to anybody." I thought if 
any syndicate could get that railroad, it would be be- 
cause I couldn’t help it. Missouri had initiated that 
road, and St. Louis and the State had put up bonds 
for it. 

Mr. Filley then referred to a statement by some 
politician that there was not much boodle at that 
time. 

“Why,” he said, “there was the dirtiest gang at Jef- 
ferson City when that deal for the purchase of the 
Missouri and St. Louis lines was on that you ever 
heard of. Money was not the worst thing—women 


were used to lure the unwary,and fasten upon them

hard Churchill had to work to become a writer. 
the author’s efforts he said: 

“Churchill has written and written, and has re- 
written again and rewritten again.

His Grandfather Blaine was an old ‘rebel,’ and Win- 
ston fought his literary battle in the same spirit, 
though the boy was a stanch Union man.

GAVE HIM PAMPHLETS ON EVERYTHING. 

“Before he wrote ‘Coniston,’ I gave him a lot of 
my pamphlets on everything, every kind of abuse in 
politics, and some of them were scorchers on the rail- 
roads. I didn’t like the idea of his going into poli- 
tics, but the boy went in, and there’s no tellin’. He 
saw how the railroads were running New Hampshire. 
The fight up there has been a good deal like our 
fights in Missouri, but Bill Phelps and O’Day were 
nothin’, not a patchin’, to the railroad lobbyists in 
New England. 

“Who elected Folk? Who made it possible to wipe 
out that old Ziegenhein gang? Democrats in St. ’ 
Louis have been casting something more than forty 
thousand votes and winning with them. Republicans 
used to cast 60,000 votes. Where have the Repub- 
licans’ votes gone? I organized the Good Government 
Republican Club—10,000 votes! Does that explain 
Folk’s election and 10 years of Republican defeats? 
Lincoln Steffens!"’ The closing exclamation was ut- 
tered in a tone of utter derision. 

“Why. these fellows who played that contribution 
bunco game on old man Busch talking about mak- 
ing Missouri Republican! More than eighty thousand 
gain for party; seventy odd thousand of these votes 
made under my direction to '9, and in 10 years this

I under- 
stand there have been a thousand rates for one scheud- 
ule: 

“Yes, the era of the bosses has passed. The era of 
the dictator or even the railroad controller of legisla- 
tion is passing, too, just as sure as you are born. 

“What a strange thing. Credit has been given tu 
Folk for a change for the better in Missouri. He 
didn't have as much to do with it as that book. 
When I organized the Good Government Republican 
League we put up the flag on Christmas eve, ‘98. Folk 
had nothing to do with originating this reform move- 
ment. And if anybody ever was the beneficiary of 
anybody else’s work he was the beneficiary of my at- 
tack and drowning of the Ziegenhein gang.

“The valley is about 350 miles long and its great- 
est width is about eighteen miles. The entry is 
made through Wingate Pass. The traveler who gets 
off the road is likely to strike quicksands, There are 
numerous paths to follow, but when [ am out I 
usually travel along a path just above the valley and 
along the mountain sides, The air is cooler ard while 
the road is often very dangerous, there are no dangers 
of quicksands or sandstorms. The Funeral Range 
Boss ia the moxt rugged I haw ever seen in my 


life. During trips I have often been deserted by 
white men who started out with me. The best way 
to get up some of the paths is to grab hold of your 
donkey's tail and shout him into a run. When the 
summit is reached a slide down the other side is in 
store for you. 

“The first trip I made along the Funeral Range 
was anything but pleasant, I started up places where 
to make a misstep would.have meant sure death. | 
did not dare to look back, but kept climbing with a 
firm hold on the burro’s tail. 

“I had covered. every foot of the Black Hills and 
Panamint Mountains besides other ranges surround- 
ing the valley, but felt that the biggest ore bodies 
were in the Funeral Range. I collected an outfit and 
started to see just what copper and gold those hills 
contained. When night fell I made a miner’s bed and 
turned in. 

“I had ‘Bill Kee’ with me. Bill Kee is the Indian 
half-breed who became so famous as a warm friend 
of Walter Scott, know: as ‘Scooting Seotty.’ Bill is 


a good guide, and after a long tramp we reached a 

point. where the country ahead could be seen ; 
miles. I had reached a point about twenty-five miles 
from the Clark road and sixteen miles from the line 
of the ‘Borax Smith’ road, when an immense ledge 
loomed up before me. The ledge stood above ground 
for 50 to 75 feet high. Assays on samples showed 
rock that went from $50 a ton to 10 times that 
figure. There is more copper than gold in the ledge, 
which stretched along the hills for hundreds of feet. 
The value represented there is beyond calculation.”

Y a practical plan of country parishes, backed 
by Archbishop Glennon of St. Louis, the 
“burden of the city life” is being lifted from 

scores of Catholic families of foreign birth. Six or 
seven years” ago land was purchased in Phelps 
County, Missouri, and a number of Lombardy Ital- 
ian families were given homes on the installment 
plan. 

This settlement, within eighty miles of St. Louis, 
lies in the first hills of the Ozark Mountains, and 
comprises 80 families, totaling about 500 beings. The 
settlement, known as Knobview, has grown and pros- 

pered, and just a few days ago 4000 additional acres 
of land were purchased and added to the original 
settlement, making a total of about 8000 acres, more

than half of which is now under cultivation or oc- 
cupied by industrious Italian men and women. 

Women are included with men under the working 
plan of these Italians, who are directed not only in 
their religious duties but in their daily pursuits by 
Father Octavius Leone, who was present with the 
first 20 families. 

The men farm, cultivate vineyards and orchards, 
and besides are building up a fine business in wine- 
making and cheesemaking. ‘A canning factory is 
under construction. In fact, the Italians have at- 
tained such success that they are en a new 
house of worship. 

The women make the cheese and the men put the 
crops in and then go away to the.mines or to work 
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on the railroads. ‘When the crops are ready to gath- 
er, the men return, but the cultivation of them in 
the meantime has been performed by the women. 
Shipments of cheese and vegetables and fruit has 
reached big figures, and now there are two flourish- 
ing general stores in the little town. 


The Italian families which go to this settlement 


are given land on the easy installwent plan. Forty 
acres could be purchased six or seven years ago for 
$2.50 an acre; now the price is $12.50 an acre, a very 
remarkable increase in value. Each head of a fam- 
ily takes 40 acres, pays $50 cash and installments 
at 5 per cent interest for five or ten or fifteen years. 
The original 20 families have their land paid for.

Telling of the last moments of Boone Helm Mr. 
Connolly says: 

“Next came Boone Helm, the most hardened of 
the gang. They tell, in the mountains, this story of 
Koone Helm. Back at his home in Missouri a neigh- 
bor named Littelbury Shoot had promised to ac- 
company Helm to Texas. At the last moment Shoot 
decided not to go. Helm called at his house one night 
after Shoot had retired. He roused him up. 

“*T hear you’ve backed down on the Texas ques- 
tion,’ said Helm, as Shoot opened the door. 

“‘Well,’ said Shoot, starting to explain. 

“*Yes or no,’ said Helm. ‘Are you going?’ 

“ ‘No.’ . 

“And Helm, with his left hand on Shoot’s right 
shoulder, buried his bowie knife hilt deep in the heart 
of his friend. | 
| “Helm’s arrest by the Vigilantes took place in 
front of the Virginia Hotel. When made acquainted 
with his doom, he sat down for a moment on a 
Bench. He declared his innocence and fought 
perately for delay, but finally said: ‘I have dared 
death in every form and am not afraid to die.’ He 
ealled for whisky and was boisterously irreverent 
and profane to the last.” , 

Four other road agents were hanged with Helm, 
five boxes being placed under a beam in an unfin- 
ished, open building. Helm died game. 

“Boone Helm cracked ribald jokes. ‘Kick away, 
old fellow,” he said, as the oscillating figure of Gal- 
lagher cleft the air. ‘I'll be in—hell with you ina 
minute’—and then shouting, ‘Every man for his 
principles. Hurrah for Jeff Davis. Let her rip’—was 
swung into eternity.” 

For the hanging of Capt. Slade there was less 
excuse. He was executed on the general charge of 
high treason, for exciting others to rebellion and 
for seeking to overthrow the Vigilante form of gov- 
ernment. 

Refore the V igilantes eut short his career, Slade 
had led a turbulent life, as many parts of Missouri

\ still rememLer today. it was the murder of a res- 
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taurant keeper named Jules, while returning to the 
West from St. Louis, that was the beginning of the 
end in Slade’s career. One of the old-timers of Vir- 
ginia City, Mont., told the story in 
this manner: 

“Jules kept a restaurant on the Colorado plains in 
those days and Slade was a freighter, with a good 
business the West cities. 
Slade’s eastern terminus was Westport Landing, now 
a part of Kansas City. Both men were frequently 
drunk, and Slade in particular, was very quarrel- 
some. One evening. when I was seated in Jules’ res- 
taurant, Slade came in drunker than ever and ordered

“Way out on the Colorado plains Slade and his 
men overtook Jules and his small outfit and easily 
made them prisoners. Jules never asked what his 
fate was to be. The day after the capture Slade 
tied him to a post and shot him time and time again, 
clipping off a finger, an ear, and putting out an eye. 
Slade even pitched rocks into the ait, many of which 
fell upon the suffering man. When Slade killed his 
victim that night, with one shot, Jules 
did not have an unbroken bone in his body.” 

Mr. Connolly graphically tells the story of Slade’s 
trial: 

“Slade was a perfect demon to those who had in- 
eurred his displeasure. His favorite pastime when 
intoxicated Was, like Ives’, to ride his horse into 
saloons and Other public places, buying wine for 
himself and horse. and demolishing everything in 
sight, He would go into a saloon where perhaps fifty 
men were playing cards and insist that they should 
all stop and drink with tim at the same moment. 

“He would raise bis glass with the rest of them,

when the peaceful citizens got up they would see a 
pile of logs and a group of shivering, crying women. 

“One morning, after the Vigilante court had or- 
ganized, news came that Slade and some of his 
friends had spent the night at a joint and in the 
morning had destroyed it as usual. The Marshal 
was ordered to arrest Slade. He was brought before 
the court, tried and found guilty. 

“Having been guilty of the same offense frequently 
before. he was now fined $400. He did not have the 
money with him, but .promised to bring it the next 
time he was in town. He was again arrested for 
the same offense and brought into court. As. the 
Marshal started to read the warrant, Slade sprang 
at him and tere it from his hands, at the same time 
leveling a revolver at the heart of the Judge. 

‘Now,’ said he, ‘l am about tired of this business 
and 1 am not going to recognize your authority or 
pay that $400. I shall hold you personally respon- 
sible for my safety, and if any of your committee 
attempts to touch me I'll blow your heart out.’ 

“Within a half hour the house to which Slade had 
gone was surrounded by armed men. The next min- 
ute they were in the room. One of them said, ‘We 
want you, Mr. Slade.’ Slade turned pale, but gave 
himself up. In order to preserve the forms of the 
crude law of the time, he was sentenced to death for 
high treason, for inciting others to rebellion and 
for seeking to overthrow the Vigilante form of gov- 
ernment.” 

Slade’s last moments are told of by the Virginia 
City pioneer already quoted: 

“At last Slade begged his executioners to send for 
his wife and a messenger was riding over the Madi-. 
son almost in a minute. The road from the crest of 
the hill is plainly visible from Virginia City and a 
rider might have been seen miles away. Slade 
watched the road eagerly. He talked of his wife 
and young daughter, and of his desire to tell them 
good-by and to arrange for them to leave the coun- 
try. Kut on that March morning high masses of 
clouds rolled down the mountain road and Slade 
watched in vain. The miners hanged him two hours 
before his wife could reach the town.” 

This same old Virginia City raconteur was the 
man who saved Slade’s property for the widow and 
little girl and helped them to return to Jefferson 
City, where Mrs. Slade soon afterward remarricd.

mand of the Northern Division of the regular 
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army, found his most memorable eu perience 
in the qretic just 25 years ago. 
HE man who is now in charge of regular army 
affairs in St. Louis is the same man who, it 
1881, headed the Government expedition tc 
locate circumpolar signal stations, was abandoned by 
his country in the arctic circle for almost three 
years, until the third relief expedition, in command 
of Admiral Schley, found the dying remnant of the 
brave band, 18 of the 25 having died from exposure 
and starvation, and who had spent six months of 
darkness in a little stone hut. This hut, no higher 
than a common table, was so dark that the two 
slozen men huddled together so close that when one 
moved all must move and could not gee the man 
lying next. When Gen. Greely was rescued that 
memorable day, he and his six fellow survivors had 
not touched even the most revolting food for 42 
hours. They were surely, and by no means slowly, 
dying of starvation. 

When Gen. Greely can be induced to retell the 
story of those awful days there are no dry eyes 
among his hearers. Even the story of bow he was 
compelled to shoot one of the eight survivors, with 
whom he had experienced untold hardships for three 
years, is a moving one. It is such a story as no 
other man than the quiet, be-whiskered, soldierly- 
looking man with the gold eye-glasses who now occu- 
pies the chief desk at army headquarters here could 
tell, 

Comes Here From San Francisco. 
*' Gen, Greely comes to St, Louis direct from San 
Francisco, where he succeeded Gen. Funston in charge 
of the relief work and municipal protection. That 
was simply another chapter added to the long list of 
chapters, picturesque, romantic, adven/urous, which 
make up the story of his life. 

Of all Gen. Greelv’s experiences, however, whether 
establishing wireless telegraphy stations in Nome, 
Porto Rico, Cuba or China, whether leading his men 
in action in the Civil War or shooting down mis- 


creants in Frisco, none have made his name so . 


nationally known as his experience in the arctic, 
commanding the expedition which reached the point 
farthest north, unsurpassed for two decades, until 
Nansen left it behind, spending a six-months night in 
eramped quarters, with the mereury 35 to 50 de- 

rees below zero. and nothing to eat but the thongs 

f harness which had once hitched his hardy sledge- 
doga together. No wonder General, then Lieut. Gree- 
ly, found it necessary to kill the comrade who stole 
the rations of the party. 

The story of Greely’s arctic experiences, as stim- 
marized from his own words\ijs as follows: 

On July 7, 1881, the steamer Proteus sailed from 
New York bound for the Arctic, commissioned by the 
United States Government tu establish circumpolar 
stations in. the interest of science. In charge was 
Lieut. Greely, with Lieut. James B, Lockwood, Lieut. 
¥. F, Kislingbury and Sergt. David L. Brainard. next 
in conimand. Arrangements had been made for re- 
lief ships to follow the expedition, the first at the 
end of a year, the second at the end of another year, 
with provisions, with. the understanding that if 
neither of these ships reached Greely by Sept. 1, 1883. 
he was to start south, bat‘ling his way back to civ- 
ilization as best he could. 

Neither of the ships ever reached his starving 
commant. ' 


' ‘fhe First Winter in the Arctic. 


: 


| The first winter in the arctic was passed at Fort 
“Conger. The sun disappeared from sight October 15, 
‘the adventurers being left in complete darkness 137 
days, until February 28. From the long-continued 


darkness the faces of the men became a yellowish- 
green célor, they were irritable in temper, gloomy 


}and disinclined to eat. Some even became mentally 


affected. A tri-weekly school was carried on by 
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Lieut, Greely and Lieut. Lockwood edited a semi- 
nonthly paper called The Arctic Moon. It died in 
ewo months from lack of interest. 

At last the sun returned, the exploring and scien- 
tific work was resumed. Lieut. Lockwood set off 
northward on sledges, reaching the farthest point 
yet attained by man. Licut, Greely explored Grin- 
nell land, making valuable observations. The men 
were at work and the summer quickly passed. But 
the party looked in vain for the relief ship which 
had been promised. It had. indeed, started, but owing 
to mistaken orders, a general misunderstanding and 
conditions in the Arctic Circle, it returned home with 
most of its provisions still aboard. 

“The second winter settled down on the waiting

men by delivering lectures on sc entific and historical 
topics, but the time was long and trying. 

The second spring dawned, Aguin the men took up 
their work; again they strained their eyes toward 
the southward for the two promised relief ships. 
Neither appeared, though the United States had 
started out a second one, only to be sunk, with its 
relief stores, by a heavy ice floe. 


Abandoned to Fate in the Land of Night. 

The third winter came down on the men, aban- 
doned to their fate in a land where ice and cold 
reigned supreme. 

They struggled desperately to make their way 
back toward the God’s country they had quit. Lieut. 
Greely wrote in his journal these words: “As the 
midnight sun struggled through the distorted masses 
of angry clouds, we turned our prows into Kennedy 
Channel, to the southward, and, we hoped, to safety. 
And so we turned homeward, knowing we had the 
courage to face the blinding gale, the heavy floes, the 
gtinding pack, the countless other dangers which en- 
viron the Arctic navigator, and, having also, though 
we knew it not, heart and courage to encounter 
uncomplainingly, on barren crags, the hardships and 
horrors of an Arctic winter, with scant food, shel- 
ter and clothing, with neither fire, light nor warmth, 
and.to face undauntedly intense cold and bitter 
frost, disaster aul slow starvation, insanity and 
death,” 

On Sept. 29 tieir further progress was checked 
and they established quarters for the third winter 
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near Cape Sabine, buiiding, by dint of much labor 
and suffering, a house with rock walls, two feet thick 
and three feet high. with the whale-boat turned bot- 
tom side upward as a roof, 

“Under that boat,” says Gen. Greely, “was the 
only place in which a man could even get on his 
knees and hold hiwself erect. Sitting on our bags, 
the head of the tall men reached the roof.” 

‘Even these quarters were not built without intense 

suffering. The General continues: “My hands were 
bruised, bleeding and swollen, joints stiff and sore, 
hand and foot-gear full of holes, and my back so 
lame | could not stand erect.” 

The sufferings were as nothing compared with 
those which were to come. 

The Last Day of Sunlight. 

Oct. 26 was the last day of sunlight for 110 long 
days. Nov. 1 the reduction of rations began; the 
men realized for the first time that they were com- 
ing face to face with starvation. The food which 
was to last but one year had already lasted most 
three years. It was now well-nigh gone and there 
was no other to be had. 

Lieut. Lockwood wrote in his journal Nov. 1: “A 
white fox shot this morning. We ate the entrails as 
well as everything else of the animal.” 

“Nov. 3: Breakfast this morning, a few mouthfuls 
of hard bread and a little piece of butter about as 
large as one’s finger. | had some moldy potatoes, 
They are spoiled and moldy all the way through, 
but anything that fills the stomach is grateful.”

Early in November 
fot a far-away, cache in hopes of finding food. 
of them became frozen, almost beyond recovery, and 
to save his life the others returned, carrying him, 
and abandoning the meat. Thereafter for months the 
poor wretch who had paid so dearly for his bravery, 
one Elison by name, lay a helpless cripple while his 
starving fellows, ‘remembering his attempt, denied 
themselves that he might have double rations, 

A. few entries from the journals of Greely and 
Lockwood will suffice to tell the story of how the 
winter slowly wore away: 

“Nov. 19: Ate a lot of moldy dog biscuit today. 
Feel ravenous and could eat anything in the shape 
of food. Fili up with tea leaves when any are left 
over,” 

“Nev. 23: 
dishes of all kinds and desserts, soups, ete. We never 
seem to weary of this subject. Chewed up the foot 
It was altogether bone

of a fox this evening raw. 
and gristle.” 

“Dec. 19: [ always eat my bread regretfully. If 
I eat it before tea, I regret that I did not keep it, 
and if I wait till tea comes and then eat it IT drink 
my tea hastily and do not get the satisfaction I 
otherwise would. What a miserable life, when a few 
crumbs of bread weigh so ‘on one’s mind.” 

By Jan. 15, Lieut. Lockwood had become so weak 
that Greely, in whose sleeping bag le also slept, 
was obliged to turn him over and support him while 
he ate his scanty breakfast. 


The First Death Occurs. 

On Jan. 18 occurred the first death among the 
starving party. The survivors were doomed, though 
they did not know it, months of the 
existence. 

With the mercury 30 to 40 degrees helow zero, 
the days dragged by in total or semi-darkness. A 

“We are all very dirty; my

journal entry reads: 
hands and face are actually black in eolor. All our 
clothes are covered with grease and dirt. I do little 
talking, finding it difficult to raise my voice.” 

Every expedition venturing out in search of food 
or to locate the still-anticipated relief ships returned 
unsuccessful, the men suffering untold agonies. 

At last the death record began in earnest, the last 
days of the command had heen reached. 
April 5 occurred the second death. 
the third occurred, the poor fellow asking for water 
with his dying breath, there being none to give him. 
That same day two of the men again started out to 
find relief. Not a trace of the cached provisions 
was to be found. On the return one of the men, Rice, 
became too weak to stand. He talked of home and 
friends. The other, Frederick. took off his own coat 
and wrapped his fellow up. In the driving snow, in 
his shirt sleeves on the ice, he held Rice in his 

arms four hours until death came. 

April 9 Lieut. Lockwood passed away, his mind 
wandering. at the last. Three days later, Jewell 
died, and was buried in the same grave with Lock- 
wood, Lieut. Greely was now so weak his death

vas momentarily expected and a successor yn com- 
mand had already been selected. 

April 1!, Lieut. Brainard fell, breathless, in the 
passageway, shouting, “A bear, a bear!” It was 
killed and weighed 400 pounds. No death from star- 
vation occurred for six weeks. 

May 20 occurred another death; the survivors so 
weak they could hardly drag the body from the 


house, Still another died three days later. Lieut. 


Greely remained in the sleeping bag with the dead _ 


body for hours, unable either to remove it or sum- 
mon his fellows. 

As May passed and the starving men fed on soup 
made from the sealskin thongs of the sledges, other 
deaths occurred almost daily. Lieut. Kislingbury. 
who had been selected to succeed Greely on h. 
death, passed away June 1, singing “Praise Gor 
From Whom All Blessings Flow.” 


Shot for Stealing Rations. 

On June 6 occurred the tragedy, but the minds of 
the survivors were so far gone they could hardly 
realize its magnitude. One of the little handful of 
survivors, Private Henry, was shot by Lieut. Gree- 
ly’s orders, for stealing rations. 

The day before the shooting the commander had 
made this written order: 

“Near Cape Sabine, June 5, 1884.—To Sergts 
Brainard, Frederick and Long: Private Henry hav- 
ing been repeated!y guilty of stealing the provis- 
ions of this party, which is now perishing by starva- 
tion, has so far been condoned and pardoned, It is, 
however, imperatively ordered that if this man be 
detected either eating food of any kind not issued 
him regularly or making caches or appropriating any 
articles of provisions, you will at once shoot him and 
report the matter to me. Any other course wouul 
be a fatal leniency, the man being able to overpower 
any two of our present force.” 

The warning was not sufficient; that very night 
Henry was again caught stealing shrimps, so tiny 
that it took 1300 of them to make a gill, yet of 
which Sergt. Brafnard had gathered no less than 456 
pounds, Lieut. Greely wrote the fatal order, as fo1- 
lows: } 

“Near Cape Sabine, June 6, 1884.—Sergts. Brain- 
ard, Frederick and Long: Notwithstanding prom- 
ises given by Private C. B. Henry yesterday, he has 
since, as acknowledged to me, tampered with seal 
thongs, if not other food, at the eld camp. This 
pertinacity and audacity is the’ destruction of this 
party, if not at once ended. Private Henry will be 
shot today, all care being taken to prevent his in- 
juring anyone, as his physical strength is greater 
than that of any two men. Decide the manner of 
death by two ball and one blank cartridge. This 
order is imperative and absolutely necessary for any 
chance of life.” 

Three shots rang out and Henry tumbled upon the 
ice dead. In his effects were found no less than 
twelve pounds of stolen food, though the daily ra- 
tion for each man was but a few ounces. 

June 20 Lieut. Greely wrote in his journal: “Six 
vears ago today I was married and three years ago 
[I left my wife for this expedition. What a contrast! 
When will this life in death end?” 

It ended two days later. The third relief expedi- 
tion, commanded by Admiral Schley, stumbled upon 
the men, buried in the snow, no food having passed 
their lips for 42 hours, on Sunday, June 22. Admire 
Schley has this to say of the first man they saw— 
Long—who was outside the house; 
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not changed their clothes nor bathed for over 


GEN.

Meanwhile, one of the relief party, crying like a 
child, was trying to tear away the stones to the 
house, Another cut a slit in the tent and looked fn. 


A Horrifying Sight. 

“It was a sight of horror,” says Schley. “On ove 
side, close to the opening, with his head towart’s ‘he 
outside, lay what was apparently a dead man. His 
jaw had dropped, his eyes were open, but fixed and 
glassy, his tips were motionless. On the opposite 
side was a poor fellow, alive, to be sure, but with- 
out hands or feet, and with a spoon tied te the 
stump of his right arm. Directly opposite, om his 
hands and knees, was a dark man with a long 
matted beard, in a dirty and tattered dressing gown, 
with a little red skull cap on his head and brilliant 
staring eyes. As Colwell appeared, he raised him- 
self a little and put on a pair of eyeglasses, 

“Who are you!” asked Colwell.” 

The man made no answer, staring at him vacantly, 

One of the men spoke up. 
Maj. Greely.” 

Colwell crawled in @nd took bim by the hand, 
saying, “Greely, is this you?”

They get off 
there and get married, giving fictitious addresses 


frequently and sometimes disguising their names 
sufficiently tov prevent discovery, and retusm to

Up to this time the matrimonial roper has not 
appeared on the boat and no Alton Justice of the 
Peace has been enterprising enough to ride regu- 
larly on the boat and drum up trade. This is prob- 
ably because Alton is new as a Gretna Green and 
the Justices of the Peace have not sized up the 
possibilities yet. If Belleville was on the river it 
would be different. The famous marrying justices 
of Belleville would be on the boat every trip hand-:;

spoony looking couple on board that now is the 
accepted time, now is the time to get married.
